Wickard, Alarmed By 
Outlook, Says People 
To Eat Less in Future 


WASHINGTON, March 8—Secretary of Agriculture Claude R. Wick- 
ard bluntly warned the American people in testimony released by the 
senate appropriations committee today that they are going to eat less 
in the future. * 
W ickard frankly adm itted when he appeared before the committee 
on March 2 that he was alarmed over the farm labor situation. He also 
saw th at he feared a decrease in food production. The testim ony was 
made public for the first time today. 
, 
Asked whether the food situation could be cured by a reduction in 
consumption, W ickard replied: 
“ But I don t want anybody to think we can go down much further 
in the amount of food we are m aking available to the citizens than we 
.................... ........ ............—- ................. are now planning to go. It iv go­ 
ing to be something less than It is 
at the present time. 
"The .one thing we have plenty 
of is the bread grains, but people 
just cannot eat bread alone, and 
as far as other things are con­ 
cerned. the great demand today is 
on proteins and fats—and 
that 
means m eat and dairy 
products 
and some of the oil crops."

kitchen prepares an y d ishes for 
me in the best En glish trad ition . 
I am perfectly willin g to sen d food 
to En glan d , an d I am glad to co­ 
operate in an y way, but I am n ot 
goin g to in trod uce En glish cul­ 
in ary art in to my household . 
“The British hav e mad e great 
strid es in plan n in g balan ced , ap­ 
petizin g an d n ourishin g meals,’* 
states the commun ication . If they 
hav e mad e great strid es, they 
should hav e, because they started 
from taw an d n o m atter how great 
the strid es they hav e mad e, if my 
memory serv es me, they will still 
be far from culin ary perfection . I 
hav e liv ed , trav eled an d eaten a1] 
ov er the British Isle?, an d outsid e 
of Lon d on an d on e or two other 
places, I hav e n ev er eaten a meal 
there that I could recommen d as 
well plan n ed or cooked . 
On e En glish Meal 
I still start up in the fid d le of 
the n ight screamin g in ’a n ight­ 
mare with the recollection of a 
meal I on ce had at Bourn emouth. 
Bourn emouth is a seasid e resort 
an d we wen t to the best hotel, 
where on e would assume it was 
possible to get somethin g reason ­ 
ably palatable. We had had a lon g 
automobile rid e an d we were tired 
an d hun gry an d lookin g forward 
to the feast. 
In the first place, the waiter 
who serv ed us had on a d ress suit 
of a v in tage that n o archeologist 
could d etermin e. It had turn ed a 
bright green , although it had 
origin ally been black, an d as he 
stopped in fron t of my brother- 
in -law, my brother-in -law poin ted 
to the spots on the lapels an d said , 
“ITI hav e some of that, some of 


that, some of that, then some of 
that for d essert.” 
The first thin g he serv ed us w as, 
a kin d of un palatable soup. This 
was followed by a fish course. 
That slab of fish was cold an d 
cov ered with a sauce which had 
con gealed all ov er the surface an d 
d id n ’t taste like an ythin g an y­ 
way. I d o n ot kn ow what hap­ 
pen ed aft<*r that, because my 
brother-in -law an d I repaired to 
a more hospitable en v iron men t 
an d wen t to bed hun gry. 
The En glish d essert is usually 
called a “trifle”—I mean that is 
what th ey call it. The waiter says 
to you. “ Will you hav e a cherry 
trifle, Sir?” But d on ’t be d elud ed : 
it is n o trifle. If you swallow it, 
it sticks aroun d for hours an d 
sometimes for d ays. It lod ges in 
all the restin g places of the d i­ 
gestiv e tract an d raises hell ev ery 
place it rests. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M K.: W hat are the symptoms 
of whoopin g cough? In w hatstage 
is it the worst ?

spasm of the laryn x which makes 
the patien t take a lon g, crowin g 
in spiration ; this is the “whoop.” 
The spasm always also in d uces 
v omitin g, so un less this is cor­ 
rected by good , n utritious food , 
con sid erable n utrition loss occurs. 
The stages of whoopin g cough are 
usually giv en as the catarrhal 
stage, the paroxysmal stage an d 
the stage of con v alescen ce. N at­ 
urally, the paroxysmal stage is 
the worst. Nin e weeks is on ly an 
av erage period for the d uration of 
the d isease. Sometimes it lasts 
sev eral mon ths. It is probably n ot 
con tagious after the catarrhal 
stuge.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M E,: W’hat are the symptoms 
of whooping cough Tin what stage 
is it the worst ? Do you lose it en­ 
tirely at the end of nine weeks? 
Can you still pass the germ to 
others after the whooping cough 
is over? 
Answer: The principal symp­ 
tom of whooping cough consists 
in a succession of paroxysms of 
coughing due to the laryngitis and 
tracheitis. 
The secretion is so 
tenacious that it is very difficult 
to get up and finally causes a 
spasm of the larynx which makes 
the patient take a long, crowing 
inspiration; this is the “whoop.” 
The spasm always also induces 
vomiting, so unless this is cor­ 
rected by good, nutritious food, 
considerable nutrition loss occurs. 
The stages of whooping cough are 
usually given as the catarrhal 
stage, the paroxysmal stage and 
the stage of convalescence. N at­ 
urally, the paroxysmal stage is 
the worst. Nine weeks is only an 
average period for the duration of 
the disease. Sometimes it lasts 
several months. It is probably not 
contagious after the catarrhal 
stage.

Since th e governm ent urges th e 
Inclusion of fruit in th e Victory 
garden because of com ing sh ort­ 
ages of fruit from norm al aourcea, 
straw berries deserve space in y our 
• garden plan, if y ou h ave th e space. 
Straw berries, in fact, are th e m ost 
popular of th e sm all fruits for th e 
V ictory garden. A large patch of 
straw berries can be planted a t lit­ 
tle cost. Home-grown straw ber­ 
ries are more delicious in flavor 
•th a n any com m ercially grown, for 
th ey can be left on th e plants until 
fully ripe, th us h aving more flavor 
and sweetness. 
Straw berries, h owever, sh ould 
not be planted in newly turned sod 
• land because of th e alm ost cer­ 


tainty th a t under such conditions 
w h ite grubs and wire worms will 
destroy th eir roots. Straw berries 
prefer a well-drained, fertile soil 
containing lots of organic m ate­ 
rial. 
P lant straw berries on a cloudy 
day or late in th e afternoon. Keep 
th e roots o f th e plants moist dur­ 
ing th e setting out process, since 
exposure to wind and sun causes 
Injury to th em . 
As illustrated In th e accom­ 
pany ing Garden-G raph , aet th e 
crown of th e plant even with th e 
soil surface. If buried too deeply 
th e plants become stunted and de- 
cay . Spread out th e roots in th e 
h ole and Arm th e aoli about th em 
so th at no air pockets are left. 
M ulch ing straw berries during 
th e sum m er, as illustrated, is good 
gardening practice. Place a ligh t 
straw mulch around each plant, 
under th e leaves and berries. Th is 
h elps to conserve m oisture and 
also keeps th e berr.es clean and 
free from sod or sand.

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Strawberries Deserve Space in 
Victory Garden 


By DEAN HALLIDAY

NOW THAT many forms of 
• creation and opportunities for out­ 
door sports are limited by war 
condition*, Victory gardening pro­ 
vide* 
u*eful, 
interesting 
and 
healthful exercise, in addition to 
supplies of nutritious food for the 
•family table. 
Since the government urges the 
Inclusion of fruit in the Victory 
garden because of coming short­ 
ages of fruit from normal sources, 
strawberries deserve space in your 
• garden plan, if you have the space. 
Strawberries, in fact, are the most 
popular of the small fruits for the 
Victory garden. A large patch of 
strawberries can be planted at lit­ 
tle cost. Home-grown strawber­ 
ries are more delicious In flavor 
•than any commercially grown, for 
they can be left on the plants until 
fully ripe, thus having more flavor 
and sweetness. 
Strawberries, however, should 
not be planted in newly turned sod 
• land because of the almost cer­ 


tainty that under such conditions 
white grubs and wire worms will 
destroy their roots. Strawberries 
prefer a well-drained, fertile soil 
containing lots of organic mate­ 
rial. 
Plant strawberries on a cloudy 
day or late in the afternoon. Keep 
the roots of the plants moist dur­ 
ing the setting out process, since 
exposure to wind and sun causes 
injury to them. 
As illustrated in the accom­ 
panying Garden-Graph, aet the 
crown of the plant even with the 
soil surface. If buried too deeply 
the plants become stunted and de­ 
cay. Spread out the roots in the 
hole and firm the soil about them 
so that no air pocket! are left. 
Mulching strawberries during 
the summer, as illustrated, is good 
gardening practice. Place a light 
straw mulch around each plant, 
under the leaves and berries. This 
helps to conserve moisture and 
also keeps the berr.es clean and 
free from soil or sand.
